THE MORFA COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 


Sir,—I have just read the letter of Mr. Hughes, in last week's Journal, 
recommending the trial of his plan of ventilation, by propulsion, which he 
thinks will keep the gas in the “coal until the moment it is broken by the 
workman, instead of drawing from every possible point, as we do at pre- 
sent.” There cannot be a doubt that the extra pressure of the air required 
for propulsion will have some effect in preventing the oozing out of the 
gas. In fact, it is a question of degree which can only be decided by trial; 
and the trial may prove perfectly satisfactory, and may show that the 
quantity of escaping gas is thereby so reduced that it can be all diluted 
and carried off by ventilation, which, of course, can be carried to the same 
extent by propulsion as by exhaustion. ? 

The extra given to the air can have no effect in checking strong 
blowers, which escape under the pressure of many pounds; but it may be 

uite sufficient completely to stop those insensible oozings of gas over the 
the whole face of the cual, which, united together in the air-courses, bring 
them nearly to the point of explosion. } 

Exhaustive ventilation does that artificially which a light atmosphere, 
shown by a fall in the barometer, does naturally; it makes the springs of 
gas to flow. Propulsive ventilation, on the other hand, does that artifi- 
cially which a heavy atmosphere, accompanied by a high barometer, does 
naturally; it dries up the springs of gas. It ought to have a fair trial.

COLLIERY ACCIDENTS. 

Sir,—Your Editorial remarks on the lamentable colliery explosion in 
South Wales approximates so much to the real state of things connected 
with accidents of this kind, and the enquiries generally made at the coro- 
ner’s inquests, that I cannot forego saying a word or two of my own ex- 

rience. These accidents do occur, and strange to relate, always in the 
bon conducted coliieries; this, to me, is a poser, and I am not one who ar- 
rives at my information, of this class, from reading, but from my own ob- 
servation and experience. I have seen inquests held, I have been a wit- 
ness at inquests, and more frequently have I read the reports of inquests, 
and I feel bound to say that there is a great difference between an inquest 
relative to an accident underground and one on the surface. Why this 
should be T do not understand; but leaving enquiries, which to me ap 
generally shameful and unjust, I would simply ask the mining faculty how 
it is that most of these dreadful explosions en in the forenoon, or about 
three, four, or five hours after the day’s work has commenced? That they 
do occur, gusty as I state, cannot be denied, and, this being the case, 
it is only reasonable that there is some general cause. This cause, so far 
as I have been able to see, I gave to the public in 1862,* and will, there- 
fore, leave it out here, and wait for a solution by some one else. 

I have not seen the colliery in South Wales, referred to above, neither 
do I know masters nor manager; therefore, what I say does not refer to 
these or them in any special way; but I have seen many collieries, have 
worked at different collieries, and at the same time had my eyes open; and 
all the balmy lan e that people can use, with all the spicey reports the 
press is capable of, will not shake me out of what I have seen—yes, and 
felt, too. Therefore, what I propound is, how is it that these accidents do 
happen as I have stated ?— Oct, 27. AGER.

THE FORMATION OF COAL, 


Sir,—The hills and valleys seem to have much to do in the arrange- 
ment of coal, A very large portion of this formation is deposited in valleys 
at the foot and along the flanks of primitive mountains; it is moulded on 
their bottoms and sides, and partakes of all their inequalities—thence arises 
the contorted shape of certain strata of coal, thence their direction parallel 
to that of the sides of the basin which encloses them and determines their 
sinuosities, thence their great inclination against the precipitous flanks of 
a valley, their gentler slope towards the middle, where they become hori- 
zontal, and their reversed ascent and inclination on the other side of the 
valley. Geological observation proves in general that these strata are now 
in the same situation as at the period of their deposition on the primitive 
rocks, and, consequently, that neither eruptions nor revolutions have set 
them up in the inclined position which they exhibit. In very many places 
when they are gently inclined they become ually thinner transversely 
towards the upper edge of the basin, and thicker towards its bottom, an 
effect “analogous to what would happen to materials deposited on the 
sloping surfaces of planes lying more or less oblique to the horizon,’’* 
What is the inference from all this? but that the valley was first formed, 
the basin by the main course dissecting the valley crossed by other courses, 
whilst lower down the valley at certain points is much narrower, arising 
from the rock being harder on either side, and, as may be supposed, stood 
more perpendicular than the softer parts. While this state of things 
continued the basin would be capable of the most luxuriant vegetation, 
but as soon as the walls of the narrow part of the valley should give way, 
the water would be obstructed, the basin inundated, and vegetation sus- 
pended; at the same time the debris from the surrounding hills would be 
going on, and here would be the first layer, a series of circumstances like 
the above ovcurring at different intervals would account for the vegetable 
beds lining the basin. Of course, after the first inundation the obstruc- 
tion would slowly give way, leaving the basin dry a second time; when a 
second course of vegetation would ensue, a second inundation, and onwards 
in a regular series. The question, then, for —_— would be, whether 
the number of strictures in the valley, from the n to the sea, in any 
way correspond to the number of coal beds in the series?

COAL-CUTTING BY MACHINERY. 

Sir,—I had expected that Messrs. Ridley and Jones would have replied 
to the adverse statements made at the recent meeting of the South Wales 
Institute with to the machine of Messrs. Ridley, Firth, and Donis- 
thorpe, in operation at the West Ardsley Colliery, more especially as some 
improvements have been claimed upon the original machine. It would 
be highly important to those desirous of adopting a machine-cutter, as 
soon as an efficient machine be introduced, if some particulars were pub- 
lished, either by the West Ardsley Company, or by Messrs. Ridley and 
Jones, showing the greatest amount of work that has ever been done in a 

iven month with either of the machines. It is no use stating, as has 
n stated, the rate at which the work is done, for that is very much like 
declaring dividends at a quarterly meeting at the rate of 102. per cent. per 
annum, and repeating the operation once in five years; so that whilst the 
amount declared | well on paper, the shareholders only receive 10s. 
per cent. per annum as profit. e are told that the machine works so ra- 
rowed that the advantage is enormous; it is stated that the pick gives 100 
lows a minute, with a force equal to } ton, whence it is estimated that 
the machine is equal to 25 miners, and will in eight hours undercut 
150 yards of coal to a depth of 3 feet, but I really cannot see that these 
conclusions are at all justifiable; it must be shown that the machine does 
as much work in a complete month as 25 miners would do in the same 
time. This has not been shown either by the inventors, by Mr. Shepherd, 
or by any other correspondent who has written in favour of the machine. 

And it is not alone the speed of the machine that must be demonstrated, 
we must have some proof of its economy. If the machine does the work 
of 25 men at the cost of 50, there will be no advantage in using it, U; 
this point a practical northern colliery manager has shown that hand labour 
is cheaper, and the inventors have never even attempted to prove the con- 
oy, _ Until this objection is refuted it seems useless to urge the adoption 
of the invention either in England or elsewhere, and more especially where 
labour is cheap. I now hear that it has been proposed to introduce ma- 
chine coal-cutting into Westphalia; but, as it ~ always been stated by 
yendors of mines in this country that labour in Germany costs but one- 
fourth as much as in England, the im ce of solving the question of 
economy will be atonce understood. If with miners’ wages at 4s. per day, 
as in England, the cost of cutting by hand and by the machine is equal, 
what amount of er will the machine effect where miners’ wages are 
but ls. per day? This is a problem which Messrs. Ridley and Jones would 
do well to consider, It should also be stated how the machine works in 
steep seams. In Westphalia the whole of the seams are very steep, (say) 
45° dip, and the expense and difficulty of timbering is enormous. How 
will the machine work in such seams? I have never seen a single seam 
of coal in Westphalia which does not dip most awkwardly, nor haye J seen 


any where I consider coal-cutting oa could be applied as advan- 
tageously as in England.—orth Shields, Oct. 27.

PUMPING FOUL AIR FROM MINES—“ AIR CARRIER.” 


Sin,—I observed in the Journal of Oct. 17, ed correspondent ‘* H.” 
states that the principle of pumping out the foul air from mines was pro- 
by Mr. John Taylor, before the year 1835. Very true; and it must 
ave suggested itself to many other sensible men as well as to Mr. Taylor. 
“‘H.” says that method is very efficient; it is to be hoped, therefore, that 
it will be generally applied, at least where it is wanted, that is, to every 
mine which has but one shaft, which is the case in a great number of in- 
stances. I knew nothing of Mr. Taylor’s plan uatil after I had constructed 
my models, nor can I find that it is in use in any of our mines; this is sur- 
ing. I find my plans have been very much misrepresented, and, there- 
fore, T hope you will be so kind as toallow me a little space that I may ex- 
plain them, in order that miners may judge for themselves. 
No. 1 is an exhausting double-action air-pump, intended to be placed 
near the mouth of the shaft, and a pipe in connection with it should reach 
the bottom of the shaft. By means of this the foul air may be pumped 
out, and a current of fresh air would be always going down the shaft. It 
has been represented that my machine is intended to force in fresh air, as 
well as draw out the foul; I thought of nothing of the sort, nothing so 
reposterous. I am not for diluting the poisonous gases caused by breath- 
ing, blasting, &c., with a little fresh air, but for removing those poisons 
entirely out of the mine as soon as possible, that the fresh air may get in 
and supply their place. It needs no argument to prove that ines (if 
such simple contrivances deserve that name) made after my models would 
most effectually do this. Such plans may have been in use in old times, 
if so, it is a pity their place has not been supplied by better. I cannot 
find, however, anyone who has seen such plan in use. 
Will you kindly allow me, Sir, to say a few words as to the intended use 
of what I call the “‘air-carrier.” It was not intended to be used, as it 
has been supposed, for ing fresh air into the end of the level, but for 
clearing out the foul air. hen I first descended a mine, and entered the 
50 fm. level, I found a heap of rubbish a fathom or so from the end, and 
almost choking itup. I had to creep over this on my hands and knees in 
order to get in to see the lode, and I found that there is generally such a 
heap of stuff near the ends of all levels when working. It was, as may be 
supposed, almost suffocating inside this barrier to a “grass man.” Here, 
however, I found the miners hard at work, boring, blasting, digging, &c. 
After blasting the pipe of the air-carrier (which is a sort of box made of 
wood ends and cloth sides, and shuts and opens just like a concertina) 
should be pushed over this barrier into the end of the level, and a cloth 
curtain hung up over the barrier to prevent the smoke from s ing 
outwards; the air-carrier should then be drawn out its full length and filled 
with the vitiated air, and then carried out and discharged into the shaft. 
All the smoke could be thus removed out of the level in a very short time; 
and, when discharged into the shaft, there should be a current created by 
the air-pump to carry it off. The air-carrier will be of no use where there 
is np current, and there cannot possibly be a current where there is but one 
shaft, unless some artificial means are used. ‘The air-carrier might be made 
to carry about 40 cubic feet of air at a time, or about as much as two men 
and a candle would destroy in half-an-hour. It should, therefore, be car- 
ried out fall twice every hour. How this can be thought impracticable I 
don’t know; I suppose merely because itis new to some antique mine agents 
that have not yet adopted “ Excelsior” as their motto. I believe that 
most working miners will think it quite practicable; at least, all to whom 
I have shown it think so, though I am sorry to find miners very careless as 
to the air they work in. I was told a short time since, by one of the most 
experienced and intelligent miners in Illogan, that they always judge of 
the air by the burning of the candle. They never think the air bad while 
the candle will burn in an upright position, and that it is not so very bad 
if it will burn when held at an angle of 45° from upright, and it is well 
known that they often work when they are obliged to hold it in a horizontal 
position, or even at 45° below the horizontal, in order to keep it burning. 
Surely those things demand the attention of the benevolent public and all 
ies connected with mining, and the miner himself ought to be more 
impressed with the danger of his position. 1LaAs OKE,

THE ELY VALLEY COAL FIELD, SOUTH WALES. 


Sir,—From the Llantrissant Railway Station a branch line of railway 
from the South Wales line diverges into a most beautiful and picturesque 
locality, known as the Ely Valley. The mineral measures of this district 
have been described, I believe, y Sir Henry de la Beche “as a golden 
casket, with its lid opened by the hand of Nature.” So faras the mineral 
measures are concerned this is no fiction, but a great reality. Up to the 
age time all the collieries in this district are in the most primitive state. 

ut now the Great Western Railway has completed a branch line into this 
locality, in a few years this valley will greatly add to the revenue of that 
company. The collieries already at work in this valley are those of Messrs. 
8. Davis and Sons, who are working the No. 8 Rhondda seam, and their 
coals find a ready sale in the market. In this colliery Messrs. S, Davis 
are only working the topseams. Below this is the well-known Abergorky, 
and other valuable minerals, coal, and ironstone. 

A second colliery is now being opened by a London company; but the 
most valuable colliery I have seen in this valley is the property of the Ely 
Merthyr Colliery Company. I have recently been called upon to examine 
this colliery, and found the Abergorky seam to extend nearly under the 
whole of the property; the ter portion, if not all, of this seam can be 
worked from levels driven from the side of the hill, and loaded into the 
railway trucks. The only works required is a siding from the main line 
into the works, which can be laid down at a very trifling expense; then, 
with good management, this will bea paying concern for many years 
to come. ‘To work the lower seams shafts will be required. There are 
several other collieries commenced in this valley, one by the Earl of Shrews- 
bury and Talbot; other gentlemen have also commenced similar works. 
With the collieries, blast-furnaces, mills, and forges will come into opera- 
tion, so that in a few years this valley will present a scene of industry se- 
cond to none in South Wales. 

At present the great amount of emigration is causing some perplexity, 
not only in Wales, but also in Cornwall and our manufacturing districts 
generally. To show the thirst, if I ay | so term it, to emigrate, every 
man you speak to among the colliers has but one expression—‘ As 
soon as I can save some money I shall go either to America or to British 
Columbia.” A few weeks ago I spoke with a person at Ton-y-Efail. He 
left England about two years ago. When he landed in British Columbia 
he had only 10s. left in his pocket, and that he paid for his dinner the same 
day he arrived; of course, no time was to be lost, so he went to work, and 
in the short space of 18 months cleared nearly 3000/7. He then returned 
home to his family. He remained in his native village a short time, and 
again left about th weeks ago for the country where he had been so 
successful, Things of this sort naturally cause a restlessness among our 
working classes, and one and all appear anxious to go and share the pro- 
sperity of their fellow-countrymen in distant lands. I was also shown 
some photographs of the Welsh colliers, dressed in uniform, serving in the 
armies of the once United States, and now fighting for the Federals. 
Judging from their letters, they do not seem very well contented with 
their lot. On the other hand, the letters from those who have emigrated 
from this district, and now working in the collieries, mills, and forges in 
the Federal States, speak in glowing terms of the wages they are earning 
—in fact, getting their own price for their skilled labour. The thought 
occurs to me as I witness these things, that there can be but one solution 
to all this vast drain on the labour market of England—an entire revolu- 
tion in the industrial position of England; labour must be had if we are to 
compete with other countries, and skilled labour will demand its own terms. 
Capital must then do its best under the circumstances.

CORNISH MINES, AND RAILWAYS. 


Sir,—The West Cornwall Railway will not have satisfied public re- 
quirements until it has thrown out a branch from Marazion, through Hel- 
ston, to Penryn, in order to connect the three great ports of Penzance, 
Helston, and Falmouth, and give railway communication to the interme- 
diate well-known mining districts. When I was at Penzance, about three 
weeks ago, public meetings were held at Falmouth and Helston, calling 
upon the Cornwall Railway to make the above-suggested line, but the re- 
solutions of such meetings were not unanimous, for a large minority urged 
that the line should be constructed by the West Cornwall Company, and 
it appears to me that as the last-mentioned railway has its terminus at 








Penzance, and has five miles of the suggested line to Marazion completed, 


it is the proper body by which the suggested railway should be made. 
The only objection that I know of is, that the West Cornwall has the nar- 
row-gauge; though, doubtless, a great hindrance, yet it can be easily over- 
come, by laying down a third line of rail from Marazion to Penzance. The 
line must be on the broad-gauge. The suggested line would, beside open- 
ing up the mineral wealth of the Lizard, tend to the greater develop- 
ment of the following ny mining districts—Marazion, Breage, Wen- 
dron, Helston, Perranuthno, Sithney, and their enclosing lands. Along 
the line of the proposed route lie no less than about 40 mines, and some 
of them first-class ones, such as East Lovell, Great Wheal Fortune, Great 
Wheal Vor, East Wheal Fortune, and Mill Pool. These mines work to- 
gether not less than 70 steam-engines, and employ several thousands of 
hands. Surely such a belt or channel of country, capable, as it is, of im- 
mense development, should not be allowed to remain longer without rail- 
way communication; indeed, it is a shame that it has so remained so long. 
It should be remembered that a few years ago Marazion yielded a greater 
amount of copper ore than any other district in the county; and, in my 
opinion, no real obstacle exists why it should not again take the lead. It 
should not be forgotten that one of its lodes alone bas produced above 
6,000,0002. sterling in copper ore; and in Wheal Fortune the lode was, at 
one point, so strong and rich that six men could work abreast, and break 
the ore just like quarrying stone. If, therefore, neither the Cornwall nor 
West Cornwall Companies set about constructing the line forthwith, then 
I suggest the making of it to any speculative engineer, who, by so doing, 
is sure not only to benefit his country by developing the riches of West 
Cornwall, but at the same time make hisown fortune. As to the capital, 
I doubt not it would be readily subscribed by the mining interests of the 
above districts, The line would be under 28 miles in length, it would be 
within easy control, and, like all mineral lines, it would be sure to return 
handsome dividends. 


ON THE CHEMISTRY OF VEINS. 


Srr,—As geology and its allied sciences are being followed up with in- 
creased interest, I trust that you will kindly allow me, through the medium 
of the Journal, to offer a few brief remarks on the chemistry of metallic 
deposition in veins, Metalliferous deposits are frequently connected with 
igneous rocks. This is evidently the case in the lead mining tract spread- 
ing from the mountain of Cross Fell, in Cumberland. The lower car- 
boniferous limestones, on the west side of the Eden, are poor in metallic 
matters; and it would appear, so far as investigations have proved, that 
the lower series of limestones, on the east side of the Eden, in the Cross 
Fell range, are also not very metalliferous. But on entering the higher 
series of limestones overlying the Great Whin Sill, the metalliferous cha- 
racter of the rocks is manifested. These limestones, alternating with 
sandstones and shales, extend over the lead mining region of Alston 
Moor, Allendale, Weardale, and Teesdale. It may be asked—How can 
the connection between the metalliferous deposits and the Great Whin 
Sill be accounted for? In answer, I would briefly suggest that the in- 
tense heat underneath the region would be energetic in producing the 
vein structares, and that lic sublimations might be given off at cer- 
tain points, partly to be ted in the veins, and partly to be disse- 
minated in the strata, while deposition was going on. The veins and 
strata have, unquestionably, undergone great changes from their original 
state. Two eras a be pointed out wherein opposite actions may be sup- 
posed to have prevailed in the veins, and more particularly with reference 
to their upper parts. In the former, while the veins were submerged in 
the ocean, the heat ascending in them froma the interior would cause the 
circulating fluids to move upwards. But in the latter era, when the strata 
appeared above the ocean, and were furrowed into deep valleys, the circu- 
lating fluids in the veins would be downwards, especially to the drainage 
level. The hills have stood with a configuration somewhat allied to their 
present forms through a vast lapse of time for the atmospheric rains to 
fall on and run down, so as to be continually wearing and carrying away 
sediments from the wasted rocks. Moreover, part of the waters, so falling 
as atmospheric rains, sinks beneath the surface to permeate the strata 
below, and to dissolve certain of their mineral and metallic substances. 
Solutions so formed are carried downwards by infiltration to other strata, 
where old combinations are separated, and new ones formed; thus a series 
of chemical changes is continually going on. 

The iron deposits, in connection with the lead ore veins in Upper Wear- 
dale, seem to afford good examples of such chemical changes. ‘The strata 
forming the hills are made up principally of alternating limestones, sand- 
stones, and shales; but for a considerable thickness downwards from the 
tops of the hills the sandstones and shales predominate greatly over the 
limestones, till we arrive at the Great Limestone, which is the principal 
repository of iron and lead ores, The shales contain thin bands of carbo- 
nate of iron, and ferruginous springs are very prevalent in these beds; 
but the waters issuing from the Great Limestone are not of this nature; 
they carry off lime in solution. These circumstances tend to show that 
the Great Limestone is a receptacle for retaining the ircn. The hills slope 
down from narrow ridges to wide-spreading bases, thus offering favourable 
conditions for the percolation or water. Hence, under the present condi- 
tions of hill and valley, the percolating fluids in the veins will be down- 
wards, as stated above. This downward motion may have prevailed for a 
very considerable period into the past. Not only is the percolation of iron 
solutions a process of the past, but it is going on in the strata, as is evi- 
denced by the copious springs on the mountain sides throwing down the 
soluble iron in the form of a hydrated peroxide as they approach the at- 
mospheric air on coming out to the surface. In like manner water hold- 
ing lime in solution deposits its lime in the solid form as carbonate of lime. 
Tn both cases the iron and lime are held in solution by an extra charge of 
carbonic acid. The solutions receive the extra charge in the interior of 
the strata. Hence, when they come out to the atmosphere the excess of 
carbonic acid is liberated, consequently the soluble matter, or a part of it, 
is thrown down in a solid form. The presence of carbonic acid in the in- 
terior of the rocks is corroborated by its issuing from the crevices into cer- 
tain mines during low barometric states of the atmosphere. The circum- 
stances now described will serve to aid in appreciating the few chemical 
changes here briefly aimed at. For we have only to conceive of the acid 
waters, as acquiring their ferruginous properties by slowly percolating 
through the upper beds, finding main channels of circulation down the 
veins. Along the sides of the veins they are brought into contact with lime- 
stone strata. At such points the acid waters, charged with iron, seems to 
exercise a preference for lime, whereby a gradual interchange takes place, 
in which lime is taken up in solution, and an equivalent of carbonate of 
iron laid down in a solid form. By an advancing denudation the iron 
ores thus deposited in the carbonated form are brought near the surface, 
where the oxygen of the air gains excess, and changes them from the car- 
bonated to the oxidated state. It is along the sides of the veins in the 


more especially at and near the intersections, where the veins send o 
numerous branches. In particular parts of the limestone the deposits e&- 
tend horizontally, or nearly so, to considerable distances from the main 
body of the vein; in such cases they are yn | called flats. In working 
these there are to be seen most beautiful gradations of change from the 
pure limestone to the carbonate of iron, and from the carbonate to the 
oxide. Though I have here described the iron deposits as lying along the 
sides of the veins, and as extending horizontally, or nearly so, into forms 
which are often called flats, yet they may be considered as belonging to 
the veins from which they extend. For in these deposits are to be found 
most frequently all the mineral and metallic substances contained in the 
main body of the vein. Lead ores are intermixed with the iron ores; and 
the cavities, which are very numerous, are lined with lime, and fluor and 
quartz spars. Similar chemical changes to those now described have taken 
place in the thin limestones of the upper series. 

The deposition of lead ore necessarily claims some notice here, but as 
I have already taken up too much space I shall for the present just briefly 
advert to the subject. From the very close relationship of the deposits of 
lead and iron ores, more especially in the veins and their flats traversing 
the Great Limestone of this district, it may nationally be inferred that 
the general laws regulating each deposit are closely allied. So far as my 
present investigation extends, it appears to me that the laws regulating the 
deposition of lead ore in Alston Moor, as laid down by Mr. Wallace, will 
apply equally as well to this district. Mr. Wallace is evidently following 
a right track. It may, however, be well to guard against hasty conclu- 
sions. Not to reason too much from the analogy of existing circumstances, 
but to let patient investigations be followed out, still keeping in view the 
changing conditions through the two lengthened eras of past time, a3 
already pointed out. By such a mode of procedure it will be seen how 
the waters in the latter era, by percolating the strata towards the veins, 
and following down these in probably the same channels which guided 





them in their upward course in still more ancient times, may have ¢x- 


Great Limestone where such deposits of iron most prevalently occur, but ™ 
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hausted the strata of some of those metallic substances which they origi- 
nally contained. I would here suggestively point out lead as one of those 
substances. Solvent agencies have made the strata much different from 
what they were originally when deposited in the ocean. During the time 
they have stood out as land it would be a matter of astonishment to know 
the weight of substance carried therefrom seaward in an invisible form.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURES. 

_ Sim,—As I am not one who believe in any great affinity between patriot- 
ism and business, I am less disposed than ‘ An Englishman in Prussia” 
to attribute the communication of your correspondent, ‘“‘ N. N.,” to any 
especial patriotic motives; but, to prove that his warnings are not such as 
should be heeded, English capitalists must have commercial and financial 
(not simply philosophical and argumentative) demonstration that German 
mining is, or has been, profitable to the English generally; they must have 
that which is frequently offered when a business is advertised for sale— 
“satisfactory reasons for parting with it.” I am inclined to think that the 
value of all German mines is systematically over-estimated, and the result 
of all previous mining operations in Germany by Englishmen has tended 
much to confirm me in this opinion. Take a few of the mines which have 
most recently been eulogised in the Mining Journal, and what is the re- 
sult of an investigation of their merits? A proof that English gold, like 
the pebbles on the sea-shore of our southern coast, when it once goes east- 
ward never returns. I am not aware of an instance of an English com- 
pany ever having received dividends from working a German mine. 

It is only so recently as Sept. 12 that you alluded to “a very promising 
undertaking ” at Freiberg, called the Good Hope Mine, about to be worked 
with British capital; but, as I have not yet seen any prospectus of the en- 
terprise in the Mining Journal, I presume the idea has been abandoned, 
so that its merits may, with justice, be commented upon. The alleged pa- 
triotism of “‘ N. N.” would, in my opinion, be put completely in the shade 
by the enna of the promoters of the Grosse Hoffnung Mine, and of 
the Neugeboren Kindlein Mine, referred to in the same article, more espe- 
cially if we accept Tintamarre’s definition of philanthropy—the art of work- 

ing for one’s own profit upon the benevolent sentiments of others—though 
I should myself deny the connection of philanthropy and business as 
strongly as that of patriotism and business, and prefer to regard all business 
matters from a commercial point of view. After calmly considering the 
statements made in your article, I am constrained to ask how it happens 
tltat if the mines alluded to be as rich as stated the proprietors are so anxious 
to get rid of them? The course they adopt can only be compared to that 
of a man getting 10 per cent. upon his capital at stake in a commercial en- 
terprise preferring to sell his interest, to buy into the Three per Cent. Con- 
sols with the proceeds—either the vendor must be insane, or he considers 
3 per cent. certain more than equivalent to the 10 per cent. hazardous. 
From your article it must be inferred that a capital of 5007. would lay open 
the Grosse Hoffnung Mine, whilst the Neugeboren Kindlein would, pro- 
bably, at once meet cost, and even leave a profit. Surely proprietors would 
not sell such mines asthese? Why, if the mines yielded but 30/. per month 
profit they would be too wise to sell when the mines can be profitably worked 
with less than 30/. capital. They have only to forego their dividends for 
twelve months, and apply profits as new capital, and the vendors would be 
richer (of course supposing the mines to be as good as represented) than 
they could hope to be from selling toan Englishcompany. Let them only 
obtain cent. per cent. monthly, which is a trifling profit to what your ar- 
ticle would lead to expect, and in twelve months they would be in possession 
(10002. which is about the amount that it would cost the vendors to float 
the company being embarked) of no less a capital than 2,048,0002., an 
amount which they could not expect to receive from an English company, 
even if they gave them twelve months’ credit. 

As I have said that no capital sent from England into German mines 
ever returns, I ought, perhaps, to prove my assertion. As I have not a 
complete file of your inestimable Mining Journal at my disposal, I cannot 
at present do so, but I will give the names of a few German companies, 
in some of which I have been a shareholder, and if any of your London 
correspondents will kindly state the amount of capital subscribed, the di- 
vidends retarned, and the present value of the shares (I should be happy 
to sell my interest (?) to any willing purchaser), your readers will have 
ample information on the subject. ‘The companies concerning which I ask 
for information are—The Kinzigthal Mining Company, the Grand Duchy 
of Baden Mining Company, the Nassau Mining Company, the Wildberg 
Mining Company, the Great Central Slate and Slab Company of Ger- 
many, the Rhineland Company, the Cologne Mining Company (now being 
carried on as the Rhenish Consolidated Mines), the New Mansfeld Min- 
ing Company, the Ruhrort Coal Company, and many others which I am 
sure would be found in looking through your volumes, besides the German 
Mining Company, which, as I am on the list of contributories, I trust, is 
irrecoverably defunct; and what we must still consider as progressive com- 
panies, inasmuch as they have not yet proved failures, sach as the Kyff- 
hauser Mining Company, the Bohemian Coal Company, the Karbitz, 
Elbe, Teplitz, and Vistula Colliery Companies, the Danubian Navigation 
and Colliery Company, and some others which I do not remember. 

My allusion to colliery companies reminds me of the Zollern Colliery 
Company, of Dortmund, a notice of which you published the same day as 
the article on ‘‘ Mining in the Freiberg District.” In reading this notice 
& question at once s ted itself to me,—Can 75,0007. be required for 
“one additional powerful pumping-engine?” I can scarcely suppose so. 
Yet, if one additional pumping-engine only is required, surely gentlemen 
whose position is such that they could subscribe 210,000/., might find 
money enough to pay for it ; more especially as the amount could, judg- 
ing from the statements put forward, be returned by the profits of seven 

days’ working.— Oct. 27. J. TREVETHICK, 


BRITISH AND FOREIGN MINE ADVENTURES. 


Srr,—It was with much interest that 1 perused the letter of “‘ N. N.” 
on this subject, wherein he recommends the English capitalist not to invest 
in German mines, because the country is politically in an unsettled state, 
and because the mayors of villages and burghs often cause great annoy- 
ance to the companies by the arbitrary manner in which they perform their 
duties, Iam aware that petty authorities, such as burgomasters, &c., in 
the mining districts, interfere sometimes disadvantageously in mining mat- 
ters, but generally only when the workings are carried on exclusively by 
Germans and with German capital. It is an indisputable fact, and I can 
speak from clear personal knowledge, that in Germany, and especially in 
Prussia, the Government affords the greatest facilities to foreigners, and 
above all to English capitalists. The Prussian Government even goes so 
far as to allow ‘English adventurers to introduce new inventions in con- 
nection with mines, even though forbidden by law, if they be applied ina 


ae 





, circumspect manner, and if practical representations are made in the pro- 


per place; indeed, foreigners, and especially Englishmen, enjoy more 
privileges than the natives themselves, although, it is true, this may be 
done partly from interested motives—to profit by their experience. 

I know very well that both French and English capital has been lost in 
Germany, but in nearly every case such loss may be traced to careless ma- 
nagement—either the advice of the natives was not listened to, or the 
money was recklessly squandered—whilst it could be proved that with good 
management the shareholders would have reaped a rich harvest. No doubt 
the partition of Germany into so many petty kingdoms and duchies has 
hitherto offered many obstacles to mining enterprise, but common sense 
will soon remove them—a beginning, indeed, has been already made. For 
instance, all the Northern German railway companies have lowered their 
rates, and fixed a uniform tariff for coal and ironstone, thus opening up 
a large market, especially for Weetphalian coals, not only in Germany, 
where English coal will soon be driven out altogether, but also in trans- 
atlantic places, where the quality of the coal has been fully appreciated. 
Contracts for Westphalian gas coal having already been entered into with 
America, is a sufficient proof of the excellent quality of the coal. It is 
true that we owe this extension to the circumspect and enterprising spirit 
of an English company, but it proves, at the same time, that English capi- 
talists have a wide and promising field for their operations iu Geomany ; 
as, beyond any doubt, Germany generally, and especially Austria, Saxony, 
and Prussia, possess enormous mineral wealth, which, with sufficient capi- 
tal, and judicious, energetic management, can easily be developed, so as to 
leave the adventurers a handsome dividend. 

Your correspondent asks—‘ Where can we find a Devon and Cornwall 
abroad?” He surely is not thoroughly initiated in German Mining affairs, 
otherwise he would not ask such a question. In Germany we have equally 
good elements of success, and our mines, with good English management, 
would, perhaps, have yielded equally brilliant results in a shorter time, al- 
though, owing to less energetic German management, it has hitherto taken 
longer to attainthem. It can scarcely be expected that your correspondent 
is quite au fait in German mining matters, as very few companies have 


nitherto followed the laudable English custom of regularly issuing official 
reports, the result being, that some of the most celebrated mines are little 


share market as in England, although great endeavours are now being 
made to establish one. 

It cannot be doubted that before 1851 the laws regulating the working 
of mines and smelting-works hindered the development of German min- 
ing industry, but since that time we have rapidly approached perfection, 
and in some branches have already eclipsed England, as an instance of 
which I may allude to the forged steel manufactory belonging to Mr. 
Krupp, of Essen. Your correspondent enquires again— Where are the 
laws regulating mining operations as favourable as in England?” Now, 
although, on the one hand, we do net perhaps enjoy all the privileges 

in England, we are, on the edhe hand, in advance of England 
in several respects. For instance, England cannot yet boast of a law of 
expropriation, which is of the utmost importance to all mining companies, 
as it prevents private individuals throwing obstacles in their way. The 
Government certainly exercises strict control over mines, but howevef un- 
pleasant this may be in some respects, it is desirable in others, as for the 
sake of saving life. Indeed, we never hear of such catastrophes as in 
England, although in some works we have likewise great difficulties to 
contend with, and they are very extensive. 

Your correspondent alludes, too, to an instance where a company had to 
suspend operations for some time, in consequence of a vexatious complaint 
from a peasant; but this is surely an imaginary or exceptional case. Be- 
sides, Iam assured by competent authorities that mining companies in 
England must also pay for any damage caused to others by their opera- 
tions. Finally, if your correspondent advises the English capitalist not to 
embark money in German mining undertakings, he is decidedly wrong, 
for the most brilliant results can be obtained in a country where conces- 
sions can be had at a low price, where mining industry is still in its in- 
fancy, and where there is such an abundance of mineral wealth that it onl 
requires an enterprising spirit, energy, and sufficient capital (all of whic 
England possesses) to bring this treasure to daylight. It would, of course, 
be very desirable for foreign companies there as well as in other countries 
to profit by the advice of local miners, who will be best conversant with the 
peculiarities of their respective districts. J. A. D. H,

ON THE COMBINATION OF THE COST-BOOK AND 
LIMITED LIABILITY SYSTEMS. 


S1r,—Much has been written on either side on the comparative advan- 
tages and disadvantages of the principles of the cost-book and limited lia- 
bility. There can be no doubt whatever that the cost-book has a great 
superiority over limited liability in one respect—the power of calling up 
the n capital from time to time found requisite to develope an un- 
dertaking. Mining differs essentially from all other pursuits. The amount 
of capital necessary to construct railways or docks, erect machinery, equip 
vessels, &c., can be estimated to a tolerable certainty, but it is impossible 
to calculate what amount will develope a mine. This being so, miners 
have for ages past instinctively, as it were, established a form of company 
admirably suited for working mineral properties. A number of adventurers 
having agreed to work a mine, a meeting is called, at which the number 
of shares into which it is to be divided is agreed upon, and those present sign 
the cost-book for the respective interests they intend to take in the concern; 
officers are appointed, and a call made to defray the anticipated expenses 
up to the next meeting, at which another call is made to cover the costs 
until the next, and so on until the mine pays its own cost, or it is mutually 
agreed to stop it. Were the principle to stop here, it would be open to 
the serious objection that, after the mine had been worked some time, al- 
though a shareholder might feel that success was hopeless, he would still 
have to pay all calls that might be made on account of his shares. ‘To ob- 
viate this, the power of relinquishment came into use, whereby, if a share- 
holder could not dispose of his interest, he might, on payment of all clear 
liability, relinquish his shares, and free himself from all future liabilities 
and calls, ‘There cannot be a doubt of the advantages of such a co-part- 
nership for conducting an undertaking where the necessary capital cannot, 
in the first instance, be estimated with certainty. Unfortunately, people 
are not all honest enough to carry out the principle in its simplicity, and 
when improperly used it renders capitalists open to such grave responsi- 
bilities and liabilities, and so many people have been ruined in consequence, 
that they are disinclined to join undertakings so conducted, especially if 
they reside at a distance from the scene of operations, where they cannot 
give personal supervision of the management of the company. In these 
days, when so many frauds have been perpetrated by those in whom, from 
their position, the most implicit confidence has been placed, it cannot be 
denied that a system, depending almost entirely upon the good faith of the 
management, is fraught with the greatest of danger to those who incur all 
the liabilities of mismanagement. Jt should be remembered that ina 
cost-book mine every shareholder, no matter how small his interest may 
be, is individually responsible for the whole debts of the concern. 

I will now treat of limited liability. In this case a shareholder agrees 
to take a certain number of shares of a stated amount in a company, 
which he either pays up in full or by instalments, as calls are made. He 
cannot by any means be compelled to pay one single penny beyond, how- 
ever n it may be for the interest of the company. It is in this 
that limited liability fails for working mineral properties; should the ca- 
pital (as is too often the case) be placed at too small an amount in the 
first instance, when it is exhausted, however promising the company’s 

rospects may be, the raising of additional capital is almost impossible. 

t being optional to shareholders whether they subscribe or not, but a small 
amount is taken up; some shareholders, especially those residing at a dis- 
tance, imagine that there must have been some mismanagement; the bare 
fact of farther capital being required creates a want of confidence in others; 
while others, and the majority very often, only took shares in the expec- 
tation of disposing of them at a premium, after having paid a call or 
two, and are, therefore, most reluctant in subscribing anything further. It 
should be remembered that, as a rule, a small amount only is invested in 
one mine by a speculator—hence he often argues the first loss is the best, 
and he has not that interest to put in more money than he otherwise would. 
There can be no doubt of the bad judgment evinced by such shareholders, 
and the pernicious effect they exert over others who would be willing to 
take up additional shares. 
For instance, if 15,0002. of capital is created, only half of which is sub- 
scribed for, naturally those who have subscribed feel t dissatisfaction 
with those who have not—they are, in fact, spending their money to make 
a success for those who decline to advance another penny; hence the com- 
any will always be hampered for money, as calls will be literally wrung 
rom shareholders. On all hands this fixity of capital—if I may use the 
expression—is a great drawback to the undertaking ; for dealers in the 
shares must not only take into consideration the prospects of the mine, 
but also whether the uncalled-up capital is sufficient to develope it. Man 
mines from this cause alone are selling at a mere nominal price, whic 
would otherwise be at a premium. Another disadvantage, as compared 
with the cost-book, is that no shareholder can relinquish his shares, if he 
once agrees to take them; unless he can dispose of them, he must pay all 
calls as they are maije. As each shareholder knows the utmost extent of 
his liability, the want of this does not press so harshly as it would in the 
cost-book, where the liability is unlimited. Having discussed the disad- 
vantages, let us consider the advantages of limited liability. Its two most 
prominent features are, that no shareholder can be individually sued or 
made responsible for the debts of the concern; the creditor’s only remedy 
being against the company, which alone can be sued; and in the event of 
its assets being insufficient to meet the demand, then the creditor’s only 
remedy against the shareholders for their uncalled-up liability is to wind- 
up the company. On this being done, each shareholder knows his 
exact position, and the amount he will have to pay, beyond which he can- 
not be compelled to contribute one farthing on any accouut whatever. 
There can be no doubt but that this is a great safeguard to the capitalist, 
and outweighs all the advantages of the cost-book ; in which, as I have 
explained, anyene holding a single share in the undertaking may be 
pounced upon, and made to pay every debt of the company. As in general 
people speculate but a small amount in one mine, they do not care about 
running that risk. ‘ 

I think the following conclusions may be drawn from the foregoing:— 
That for working mineral properties the principle of the cost-book has two 
great advantages over limited liability—the power of calling ap the neces- 
sary capital to develope the mine, no matter what it might amount to, and 
the power of relinquishment of shares; and that the limited liability has 
two advantages over the cost-book—the non-liability of any individual 





known to the public at large. Besides this, there is no central mine and | 


| bute on account of the company. The combination of these advantages 


in one company must necessarily be a decided improvement. Of course it 
is well known that it might be done by special Act of Parliament, or by 
letters patent. Jn a future letter I willtreat upon the manner of doing 
it under the Companies Act, 1862.— Oct. 29. A. P. 





SLATE QUARRYING AND MINING, 


Sin,—The letter of your correspondent, “ Metalliferous Miner,” in last 
week’s Journal, on this subject, is likely to convey an erroneous notion to 
the minds of capitalists who speculate their money in slate quarries, if 
it be allowed to pass unnoticed; and as “ Metalliferous Miner” has con- 
fessed that there may be cases of slate quarrying in which profits have 
been made, and that he would be glad if anyone conversant with slate 
matters would correct him, [ venture to send the following statements for 
his perusal. That there are enormous losses connected with slate quarry 
speculating is an unquestionable fact, but such a fact arises generally 
because the capitalist speculates unadvisedly in quarries which require 
large outlays for the working facilities, and where the quality of the slate 
produced is of inferior kind, the number of which is very few, compared 
in proportion to the number of miserable, trashy metalliferous mines, 
which, owing to their continual “calls,” prove the ruin of the shareholders, 
and an unmistakeable warning to capitalists as to where to invest their 
money in future. 

Your correspondent further grants that, although the grounds which 
lead capitalists to invest their money in slate quarrying is a delusion, which 
arises from the oft-repeated statements that orders are two or three years 
in arrear, yet he seems but attempting to pass over that delusion, as he 
calls it, but which is really a fact, by stating that the slates uced at 
seven-eighths of these quarries are unsaleable, and that not sufficient quan- 
tities are sent to market to have any effect on the prices. The first of 
these statements is incorrect, as I know of most of the quarries in Car- 
narvonshire and Merionethshire, and for which I vouch, that though the 
slates produced in some of them are inferior to those of Col. Pennant’s 
and Lord Palmerston’s quarries, yet the demand is so great that they 
cannot execute their orders for a considerable time. The second state- 
ment contains some truth, as most of the quarries that are being worked 
by joint-stock companies are new and undeveloped quarries, a 
they cannot be expected to send such quantities into market as will-have 
a perceptible effect on prices, or in lessening the arrears of orders. That 
the above is the case is a strong inducement to capitalists to speculate in 
slate quarries. : 

With respect to the latter part of your correspondent’s letter, regarding 
the winding-up of a company by the proprietor to suit his own interest,

QUARRYING OPERATIONS IN DEVONSHIRE. 


S1r,—Noticing a correspondent in the Journal some weeks back en- 
quiring whether there were any quarries of note in Devon or Cornwall 
besides the Delabole, and as I Lave been inspecting and reporting or the 
Woodland Qu , near Ashburton, I am in a position to give some in- 
formation about the quarry. In the first place, I found the directors and 
secretary to be intelligent gentlemen, not presuming to know what they 
do not, as some do, nor yet too high in their own opinion to be dictated 
to, but willing to embrace every opportunity of adding to their knowledge 
of q ing: for such I can always do my best. F 

The Woodland Quarry is about two miles on the Newton Abbot side of 
Ashburton. The workings are at present limited, but jadging from all 
probability the quarry will pay remarkably well for working on a large 
scale. To the north and south of this quarry is limestone: these lie about 
about 2} to 3 miles apart. The slate Semation—for nothing else can I 
call it—lies between the two limestones; consequently, it is very spacious. 
Near to the limits of the slate formation the strata are very disordered, owing 
to the influence of the limestone; and strange to say, the influence of the 
limestone is so great that the part of the formation nearest to it is merely 
clay. The quarry was commenced by its former proprietors—apparently 
knowing little or nothing of geology—in avery unfavourable position, 
before the rock was out of the reach of this influence. However, the pre- 
sent proprietors intend driving north, and they are getting better rock 
every cut; it is less disordered, and of a superior structure. They can, 
and no doubt will, extend their workings east and west. The present 
workings are, as I intimated, limited, and the depth very shallow. They 
are down about 70 ft. below the surface; this can be called the mere out- 
crop, as I know several quarries that have to take off more than this without 
having a single slate. Yet at this shallow depth 150 tons of slate have 
been made for months successive; this is a sufficient guarantee that there 
is a good quarry in — There are several working disadvantages to 
combat with, one of which ought to have been met for a long time since. 
The work is all done by means of one gallery, which causes much incon- 
venience. When the quarrymen cut in a few yards, the top rock being 
very loose falls into the quarry in great quantities, thereby totally stopping 
the make of slates for the time these falls are clearing; besides all this, it 
is a very slow process. I immediately suggested that this depth be di- 
vided into two galleries; this would prevent the falls, and take the top 
rock away by itself, without interfering with the slate rock. By these 
means as many men can be emplayed in the top as there are at 
present in the whole inside workings. They have also other working dis- 
advantages: the quarry is not on an elevation, so they have to draw the 

roduce up by means of an incline and steam-engine. They have but 
ittle room to deposit the debris after it is drawn up to the work- 
ings. This, however, can be remedied; it can be drawn up any hight 
above the present level A means of an incline, and endless chain attached 
to the present engine. There are, nevertheless, other great advantages, 
which outweigh the disadvanta The quality of the slate is good, the 
colour is good—green and purple; there is plenty of slate rock, and it can 
be worked very cheap; the overburden is very moderate, and the tran- 
sit means are cheap, With all these advantages, when a few improve- 
ments are adopted, the proprietors will, no doubt, find that they have 
made a profitable investment. : 

I noticed that quarry operations in Devonshire have not attained that 
perfection the Welsh quarries are so famed for, especially the Festin 
quarries (where I have spent the last ten years of my life), and I sh 
say they are capable of great improvement. As for instance, when a 
quarrymen gets a large block out of the rock, he takes a clumsy pick, 
with a point 2 in. wide, and strikes the side of the block with it to effect 
a split. Now, this damages and crushes the side of the block, and makes 
it more difficult to split into thin layers, and more so should the rockmen 
happen to strike at two different places, a thing by no means uncommon. 
This ought to be done by a small wedge and hammer.

Then, if we look at the article of steel, what shameful transactions do 
we find in this, where the price ranges from 277, to 481. per ton, by selling 
at the one and charging at the other! In candles and other materials the 
same game is carried on. No marvel that some merchants grow rich, 
whilst others get poor in the same trades. These things will never be 
corrected unless by resolutions entered in the cost-books by the adventurers 
themselves, that materials be purchased on the same principle as the cop- 

ores are sold, by public tender, and paid for monthly in the same way.

A LETTER CONCERNING “COMMON SENSE.” 

Sir,—From the fact of my receiving such a quantity of letters asking 

advice how speculators are to act with regard to certain brokers who do 
not honourably fulfil their en ments, I have an idea that many of my 
correspondents consider me a lawyer. One writes that he saw shares ad- 
vertised by a certain party at a very low price; that he called at the ad- 
vertiser’s office on the morning that the paper appeared in which the ad- 
vertisement was inserted, and that although he was at the broker’s office full one hour 
before he arrived, yet he was told that “ the shares were just sold.” I will ask a com- 
mon-sense question. Presuming, from the fact of my correspondent seying “ the shares 
were ad at a very low price,” that they were offered below the market price, I 
ask him if he for a moment expected that any broker would sell him shares at a less 
price than he could have obtained for them in the market? Any man who could believe 
such a thing may be induced to believe that the moon is made of greencheese. No doubt 
he will ask—" Why, then, did he offer to sellthem?” There’s the rub. Why? Let 
him think a moment, and the answer will occar to him. We have all heard of a pretty 
little book, entitled “ A Trap to Catch a Sunbeam ;” we have also heard of a variety of 
traps —mouse-traps, rat-traps, beetle-traps, &c.— why, then, should there not be traps in- 
vented to catch flats?” Any man who can believe that a broker will make him a pre- 
sent of a sum of money (for selling shares at a less price than he can obtain for them in 
the market amounts to this), well merits the name of a “ flat,” and deserves to be trapped 
for the benefit of his captor. 

Another writes me that a broker induced him to lay out above 2007. in shares by tell- 
ing him in the most positive manner that “ they were certain to rise 500 per cent. within 
a few months.” The bait took, and the flat was trapped. Innocent individual! How 
is it that “ common sense” did not cause him to ask, “ If these shares are certain to ad- 
vance 500 per cent. within so short atime, why don't you keep them yourself ?” Another 
writes me that, “induced by the low price of shares offered for sale, I accepted them, 
and sent the amount for them. The receipt of the money was acknowledged, but this is 
the only satisfaction I can get, as, although I have written several letters asking why 
the shares are not delivered to me, I cannot get any reply ; and, although six weeks have 
elapsed, J can obtain from him neither my money back nor the shares.” Well, here is 
evidently another flat caught, I expect these bargain-hunting speculators are very much 
like the bargain-hunting ladies who go to the cheap drapers’ shops, where everything is 
* selling off considerably under cost price.” They both meet with the same fate, and de- 
servedly so. They are trapped and done for. 

My correspondent wishes to know how he had better act. As there is scarcely a week 

passes but I get one or more applications similar to this last one, I here reply that the 
best plan for such victims to adopt is to apply to some respectable solicitor, who will 
quickly compel these gentry to make their appearance at the Guildhall, on the charge of 
“obtaining money under false pretences.” Let them not doubt of their success if 
quickly done, for exposure is what those gentry dread, and, by hook or by crook,, either 
the money or the shares will be forthcoming. Don’t doubt what I write, bui proceed to 
action ai once. I speak from the experience of some to whom I have before now given 
the above advice. If brokers have shares to dispose of, let them advertise them by all 
means; no one can have the least objection to their doing so, provided the prices adver- 
tised are fair market prices; but, when a share is readily saleable in the market at 20/., 
and a broker advertises to sell it at 18/., none other than a simpleton will expect to get 
it at that price. I have lately had sent to me some country newspapers, containing ad- 
vertisements of all sorts of shares for sale. Some of the mines mentioned I never before 
heard of, and their names are certainly not to be found in the columns of the Mining 
Journal. 1 sometimes think they are mere myths, and that their sole existence is in 
the fertile brains of the advertisers. That such advertisements answer is evident from 
the fact of their frequent appearance. 

What does “ common sense” dictate ? If a speculator bea tailor, a butcher, or a grocer, 
he would think it a very strange question if a stranger, without giving some reference 
as to his respectability, were to call at his shop, and ask him to trast him with a suit 
of clothes, a leg of mutton, or a pound of sugar ; he would consider him mad to ask such 

a question; and yet these very shopkeepers will reply to an advertisement, which some 
try or other paper has inserted for 2s. or 3s., and without the least enquiry as tothe 

lity of the advertiser, will place in his possession hundreds of pounds on his 

bare promise to sell him some mining shares, at less than the market price. es; the

_S1r,—I notice the remarks of your correspondent respecting the geolo- 
gical position and features of the various strata presenting itself to the eye 
of the practical miner, in the so-called basin termed the Marazion district 
and it is notorious in history that no part of Cornwall ever produced larger 
lodes, or richer deposits of mineral, than that locality, from the fact that 
one lode alone pruduced, it is said, upwards of six millions sterling in cop- 
per ores; and the Old Wheal Vor, which is only separated by the range of the Breage 
granite hills from this basin, yielded upwards of three millions sterling during the first 
working of this once-celebrated mine. Until recently, the small steam-engines erected 
on the mines may be said to be the cause why they were not more extensively wrought, 
and the prejudice existing that mines would not be found to be productive below the 
40 or 50 fathom level ; and so prejudiced were the Practicals in those days—that no ore 
would be found to exist in any quantity, or of any commercial value, to the east of the 

Truro River, and like the “ St. Ann’s blacksmith,” who once travelled as far 
as Launceston, and then declared “that he never thought the world was half so large.” 
Subsequently, and within the last 20 years, if by chance a stone of tin was found to 
make its appearance under copper, “‘ Knack the bal at once, she is scat,” was the universal 
cry of all the leading and most experienced mining agents in Cornwall. But what is 
the result; The richest and most productive tin mines now in Cornwall were the for- 
mer richest mines for copper. So much for ore not holding in depth. Wherever the 
grey carbonate copper ores have been found in clay-slate or killas formation, under much 
gossan and pyrites, or mundic, and the strata courses traversed by porphyry or elvan, 
and surrounded by a chain of granite hills, it has been invariably proved that the yellow 
sulpharet also exists in abundance at greater depths. But a very great evil also exists 
in the way some of the lands are treated by those who have the management or grant- 
ing of mining setts, much to the prejudice and injury of the landowners. The example 
has been set by the stewards, and now followed by the lesser owners of land. Much 
more can be said on this subject. Cornish MINER. 


SOUTH CARN BREA, AND ITS MANAGEMENT. 

Sir,—I have my circular of the meeting of this company, held on Oct. 
20, containing a special report from Capt. Richards, who gives a detailed 
statement, which explains matters more fully than any reports received 
from other inspectors. We had Capts. Nicholas Vivian and John Han- 
cock, who recommended alterations in the tin-dressing department; we then had Mr. 
Wolferstan and his mining captain, who recommended the same thing, if I remember 
rightly ; but these suggestions, with other similar matters, to a miner go for little. Wo 
then the stamps converted into“ flash,” or flush stamps. They did not answer. 
The stamps framing was then remodeled to the old plan—grating. We also have Bor- 
lase’s patent buddies, with self-acting trunk drags, rocking frames, which look very 
well to the eye, but cost a large sum in their construction. This I, as a shareholder, do 
not complain of, as they are self-acting toa great extent. Now,.this outlay being made, 
and vast labour thereby saved, I would ask is there much tin lost in the slimes and 
waste which run into the river. I am told there is much less lost in this than in the 
old plan of dressing. I would further ask, are these various recommendations of in- 
spectors to.be adopted, and the shareholders be expected to pay the accompanying 
charges? I say, let no one undertake to alter to any great extent the dressing-floors 
until it be shown that a great loss of tin results from the plans at present in use. Let 
Mr. Thomas’s managers consult together before going to such expense in alterations.

MINING IN IRELAND—THE DHURODE MINE. 


Srr,—In the Journal of October 10 I find a very unthruthful statement 
with regard to Dhurode, from the ‘‘ Old Miner” at Ballydehob: whoever 
he may be, I beg to inform him that Dhurode is worked by a private gen- 
tleman, who has not called for his remarks; while, if the “Old Miner” 
comes this way, I could show him that we have some hundreds of pounds 
worth of ore dressed, and more in course of preparation, with a lode of rich 
purple ore in sight, at 40 fathoms deep, to work awayon. If the “Old Miner” can show 
me any better way to work a mine than to sink on the lode, and drive on its course, I 
should feel obliged to him; or if he would tell me his name, I may claim to be an older, 
perbaps an abler, miner than himself, and of more understanding than he 
with regard to heaves, and slides, and dislocations, and tribute and tutwork. I may not 
be so good at telling a story over a glass of grog as the “Old Miner” from Ballydehob; 
but this I can say with truth, I came over from England in 1832, and have been in Ire- 
land ever since. In 1840 I was employed by Capt. John Martin, at Coosheen Mine. I 
hear that the “Old Miner” bas a great interest in that mine, which is now changed from 
Coosheen to Schull Bay Mine. I was 10 yearsat that mine; it was paying a good divi- 
dend during John Martin’s time, but after the management was put into other hands I 
do not believe the company ever divided another shilling, although thousands of pounds 
worth of ore was raised, and the money frittered away in driving shallow levels and 
sinking winzes, no provision being made by sinking a good shaft for a steam-engine. 
At last, a steam-engine being provided, he then finds he has no shaft to put pumps in 
to draw the water from, he must, therefore, sink a shaft forthe purpose. “Well,” thinks 
he, “ the quickest place Ican sink is on this clay-flookan cross-course or dislocation. No 
matter if the ore is picked out for 60 fathoms deep, and very little ore showing in the 
bottom, I will puff the thing up while I am sinking the shaft, by comparing it to Cap- 
pagh and Ballycummisk Mines; no matter if this is the highest peak on the land, and 
within, I may say, 20 fathoms of the boundary, and no surface water to feed the engine, 
it is the quickest place to sink a shaft, and here it must go. The water will run down 
the hill after being drawn up is certain, and we could draw up the coal by-and-bye 
with an incline plane; and, if the lode turns out good down near the sea, I can put 
200 fins. of fiat-rods, and it will then look a great concern, and I shall then be called a 
great mining engineer.” I wonder that he had not stuck the engine on the top of Mount 
Gabriel, Polanine would have supplied the boilers with water, and he could have put 
flat-rods to come down. I recollect a circumstance which occurred at Coosheen in my 
time. A shoot of ore was discovered at the footwall of a great elvan; it was from near 
surface down to 30 fms. under the deep adit. Hundreds of tons of rich ore were taken 
away, and three lifts of pumps put down to draw the water. After the ore was taken, 
they took up the pumps, drew up the timber, and filled in the hole to deepadit level, 
not knowing that there was nearly as good a branch of ore the other side of the elvan. 
The boy finds out, after a while, that his bread was buttered on both sides, and he had 
only picked off the butter on one side, leaving another boy to come along and pick off 
the butter from the other side. He gets tired of it, and leaves it, not discovering that 
the bread ig filled up with figs that would pay for picking out; and, if it had been 
taken away altogether, it would have sufficed many aminer. It is what I call a series 
of management ; and yet, notwithstanding all the bad management to cover it up, 
he will be finding fault with the management of other mines, saying that they would 
be good mines if properly managed. Another circumstance occurred under a former 
agent’s management at Dhurode—the pumps were taken up, timber taken out, and about 
30 fathoms of the bottom of the mine filled in. Hesaks—* If it was done at Coosheen, 
why should I not do itat Dhurode?” This is the reason that we have not been able 
to ship much ore at Dhurode of late, having to sink three new shafts, considering it 
more safe than clearing upold shafts that were run together.

NON-PAYMENT OF CALLS. 


S1r,—It would be doing a great pate good to the whole of the invest- 
ing world, ially to that part of it which is connected with mining, if 
your powerful pen could be used in rectifying a glaring injustice—I mean 
the “‘ non-payment of calls.”” I am connected with several mines, and in 
many hold a large share, and I will just enumerate one or two in which “calls unpaid” 
are allowed to go on time after time, and when the secretary is spoken to on the sub- 
ject, the reply is, ‘“‘ We have not the power to forfeit the shares.”

No respectable man will join those mines that are in such a state 
of debt, and I, for one, shall sell all the interest I hold in the aforesaid mines, after the 
next meetings, for whatever they will fetch, unless the defaulters’ shares are forfeited.

THE RIGHT OF SHAREHOLDERS TO INSPECT MINES. 


Simr,—I noticed, in the Journal of Oct. 17, Messrs. Vivian and Reynolds’ remarks as 
to the recent “ extraordinary ” decision of the Vice-Warden respecting the East Caradon 
dispute. I cannot but think that those gentlemen have overlooked the most important 
point in that decision—the right of shareholders at a general or other meeting to adopt 
rales for the working of the property (when stated in the notice convening the meeting), 
which shall be binding on the whole body of shareholders until rescinded at a meeting 
duly convened for that purpose.

They had now commenced mining, and had, 
therefore, the miners to pay, and amalgamating machinery to work. 

Mr. Hirscn considered that too much was left to the agent of the mine. As to Capt. 














' Willlams’s knowledge of the district, and ability as an underground agent, he fally ap- 


preciated them, but he thought they put too much upon him. It would be better for 
the company to diminish his responsibility, and even pay him double for doing less. 
They had allowed him to erect a water-wheel, and he was expected to superintend the 
extraction of the gold, which was quite another business. The water-wheel bad now 
Seen erected, and they had no water to work it; they would not have enough to keep 
the mine. If Capt. Williams had bought a portable engine, and he could have obtained 
one of 12-horse power for 220/., it would have been preferable. Part of the water which 
they were now using did not, as he understood it, belong to them. 

Mr. Rrretey said that a very binding arrangement had been made with Messrs. Jones 
and Blaxman about the water, 

Mr. Hirscu had learnt that, under any circumstances; they had not sufficient water 
to pump the water from the shaft, and he hoped he had made a mistake. He thoughta 
portable engine would have been much better, it would not burn above & ton of coals 
per day, and if they made their own bargsin, they could get coal there at 25s. per ton. 
The only way tbat they could hope for water was by making additional reservoirs, and 
if they intended to do that they had better wait until next spring, as in the winter they 
would only get one-third of the work done in the same time. The men would not do 
more than half a day’s work (the Chairman said that in Wales the men never did more 
than halfa day’s work, winter or summer), and the work would not be done so well. 
Capt. Williams had opened out many lodes, and it would be desirable if he were to try 
whether those found were worth working. They had a good lode between the Nos, 2 
and 3 levels, and if they only worked this one lode, and found it worth working, they 
would have something to guide them. At Cwmbheisian Mr. Jones had extracted 7 dwts. 
per ton from the quartz by simple barrel amalgamation. . 

Mr. Rieter said that Capt. Williams was going over to Cwmheisian to make himself 
acquainted with the process.— Mr. Hirsca thought it was not, or at least ought not 
to be, his business, The extraction of gold was the business of a metallurgist rather 
than ofa miner.+—A SHAREHOLDER observed that they should be very careful in judging 
of the probable practical results when strangers were on the mine; the experiments were 
not then to be relied upon, because they all knew that if they put a small piece of fat 
they got no gold, and if they put in a small piece of gold they showed a large yield per 
ton.——The CuarrMaN said, as to Capt. Williams, he was with the conviction 
that no one better knew the ground. With respect to the extraction oi gold, they had 
always intended to send down Mr. John Arthur Phillips as soon as they were ready for 
him to give them the necessary advice. Mr. Phillips was now on his way home from 
Nova Scotia, and would, they hoped, forthwith proceed to the mines. As to water, he 
believed they had made quite satisfactory arrangements with Mr. Jones, and had ac- 
quired the adjoining sett, to prevent the possibility of trouble. They had refrained from 
spending money in experiments. He mentioned the circumstance that a report existed 
that the tenant bad let the water, but was assured that he had no right to do so, and 
that he did so at the peril of receiving notice to quit. 

. GOopMAN said that ai Garthgell they had put up six pans, and had not a particle 
of ore to work.——-Mr. Ws. WILLiaMs enquired whether they were perfectly satisfied 
wittr fhidir'captain; as he hud heard some strange rcmours about him ?—The CuarrMan 

that they knew him Ww be a thoroughly practical miner, and, in spite of his one 
gr As falling (he was sorry w baye to confirm the eccuracy of the rumours), they con- 





ught home from Liverpool in a cart, and more like a cercase than anything else. 
He found, whilst he was there, that they were paying a sawyer 1/. per week to look at 
the Little Britten go round, which he considered an unnecessary expenditure.

5 dwts. 7 grs. to the ton.—_—-Several shareholders enquired whether the quality of the 
quartz was identical Mr. G. W1i14Ms sald it was precisely similar.——Mr. Goop- 
MAN denied that the quartz was similar.——The Cuarnmawn said that no reliance could 
be placed upon experimental trials of this kind. They had had gold quartz brought up 
by the directors, pp tly identical, yet one portion has yielded at the rate of 
28 ozs. to the ton, and another at the rate of 144 oz. only. ——-Mr. G. Wiu1aMs did not 
know why they should have Slopers,as the Slopers were known to be failures, (Where? 
where?) He should not tell them where, but he knew where they had been privately 
tried and failed.——-Mr. Hrrsca had already drawn their attention to the des! ty of 
testing the one lode which they had proved to be rich. If they would place 20 of 
ore at his disposal, he would undertake that it should be fairly tried by Mosheilmer’s 
machine. They had six of the machines, for which they had no use, so that the trial 
could be made without the company being put to the expense of erecting machines of 
their own.——-Mr. Dovoias thought a 1s. call would be sufficient to go on with until 
February.——After some unimportant discussion it was formally proposed by Mr. Rir- 
LEY, and seconded by Mr. Hirscu, that a call of 2s. 6d. per share be made, to which the 
Rev. E. Woop.ans, seconded byjMr, DovucLas, an amendment that the call be 
ls. The original motion was carried by 13 to 11, whereupon a poll was demanded. 

Mr. Dove as remarked that 9000 out of the 20,000 were free shares, which were held 
by the promoters; consequently, the interests of the p and directors were not 
identical with those of the general body of shareholders. 

Upon the modifications of the Articles of Association being brought under considera- 
tion, Mr. Moscrop said that he conceived the very objections urged by those who desired 
to have the Articles of Association altered arose from, and only upon, the differences be- 
tween the special articles and the articles in the schedule to the Act. The directors 
should recollect that the special articles were settled and handed to them only after 
they had committed themselves to them. 

Mr, Ommaney (the solicitor) said there were trifling differences between the company’s 
Articles of Association and the articles in the schedule to the Companies Act, 1862. 
There was no material difference.-—Some strong observations were made by the Chairman 
and Mr. Douglas, which led the Rev. Mr. WoopLANs to remark that he was bound tosay 
that very tyranical expressions had fallen from the Chairman. 

Mr. Surripee said that the fact was there were two parties there—the holders of the 
free and paid-up shares, and the shareholders whose shares were still liable to calis. The 
object of making the call was, as he understood, to equalise the shares, and raise the 
value of the free shares, at the expense of the paying shares, and it was for this reason 
that in No. 59 of their Articles by adding to—* Every director shall hold at least 200 
shares in his own right, and shall forfeit office upon ceasing to hold such number of shares 
in the company,” the words (after the words “ at least 200 shares”) “‘ not being free or 
paid-up shares.” 

After a few uncourteous observations, the proceedings abrubtly closed,and the scrutiny 
was commenced, when it was shortly apparent that there was a large majority in favour 
of the original motion (for the call of 2s. 6d. per share), when the scrutineer for the 
amendment (for a call of 1s, per share) withdrew from the scrutiny. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman, Mr. Twynam, was then unanimously carried, and 
the meeting separated.

The agent’s report was read, as follows :— 

Oct, 27.—Since the last general meeting the 85 has been driven east over the backs in 
the 95, which was worked on tribute some years since, where large quantities of ore have 
been found ; here we have effected a communication with the 85, by rising and sinking, 
which has given good ventilation at both levels, and also laid open a great quantity of 
tribute ground, which is in the same direction as the best shoots of ore were met with 
in the levels below, further west in this mine.

The direstors’ report called attention to the financial position and pros- 
pects of the mine, and they could with the utmost confidence refer to their operations 
for the past twelve months, when they pointed out the small outlay for preliminary ex- 
penses, as well as for the current expenditure. The works at the mine were commenced 
last November, and had been vigorously prosecuted (as shown in the reports published 
in the Mining Journal), The engine (a 48\%-in, cylinder) was obtained on most mode- 
rate terms, and was put to work in the beginning of June, and the directors had already, 
in four months, to report a small sale of ore, and the preparation for salt of a consider- 
able quantity of blende, which is the first of continuous parcels that will be brought into 
the market—the first sale will be about 80 tons, estimated to realise about 240/.

Mr. Joun Citas (of Camborne) said, being a shareholder in the mine, and having 
received notice of the general meeting, he went underground a few days since, to satisfy 
himself as to the prospects of the adventure, when, he was glad to say, he found every- 
thing to his satisfaction. He found there were three pitches in the 10 in full work for 
blende, tin,and copper.

CHAIRMAN replied in the negative. He had no doubt if the mine were under the Cost- 
book System its shares would at the present time command a good premium ; but still 
the directors hoped before long to see Crowan Consols stand upon its own merits. 

Capt. Seymour said that Crowan Consols was surrounded by mines that had made 
considerable profits, and situated between the elvan coarse and the great slide the two 
great “guides” of the district.

The Board of Trade returns, which are now issued for the month, and 
the nine months ending Sept. 30, show remarkable results as respects the 
value of the exports of articles, the produce and manufacture of this 
country. The total amount for the longer period of this year is 104,294,7137., 
which, as compared with the same months of last year, is an increase of 
10,622,279/., or at the rate of about 1,180,2537. per month; but, taking 
the month of September of this year, we find that the excess is 3,146,535/. 
over last year, the totals being 14,542,862 and 11,396,327/., and, conse- 
quently, is at the rate of upwards of 37,000,000/. per annum. It there- 
fore becomes a point of interest and importance to watch the progress of 
the three months still to run to complete the year, and if their results be 
in any proportion to that for September, the summing up of the export 
business of the twelve months will be more than ordinarily striking. To 
this immense demand for shipments may be attributed chiefly the great 
—_ for gold, which has recently taken place in London for country 
supplies, 

The articles identified with mining industry keep up their relative 
position in the general augmentation of business. Of the excess of 
10,622,2797. for the nine months, this branch provides 2,840,320/., which 
is a feature of great significance, as a test of what is doing in mining in 
this country. The total for this year is set down in value at 26,320,2917. 
against 23,479,9711. for the nine months of last year, and, after allowing 
for decrease in coals and culm, 124,510/.; tin unwrought, 19,5112.; and 
tin plates, 8,067/.; together, 152,088/.; the excess is as already stated. 
The increase in iron is 1,281,975/.; copper, 924,564/.; hardwares and cut- 
lery, 657,1782.; machinery, 79,985/.; lead, 33,055/.; steel, 6,908/.; brass, 
6,278/.; and zine, 2,465/. 

With regard to the interchange in bullion and specie between this 
country and others, the tables before us demonstrate that the balance is in 
favour of England, the exports during the nine months having been 
18,865,123/., while the imports amounted to 22,277,086/., or 3,411,963. 
to our credit. The exports consisted of 10,980,205/. in gold, and 
7,884,9182, in silver, while the imports were 14,474,568/. in gold, and 
7,802,5187. in silver. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The foreign copper markets have been generally well sustained. Paris 
has reflected the favourable intelligence received from abroad, and prices 
have displayed an upward tendency. English tough cake and tile have 
brought 87/.; best selected, 98/.; Lake, 112/. ; and rough Chilian, 922. per 
ton. At Havre, Chilian finds an easy outlet at 92/., and at this price several important 
transactions have been concluded. In Lake various lots, of the Cliff and Quincy mark, 
have realised 1047. to 1051. perton. English copper has been rising at Cologne, Berlin 
has been very firm, previous rates being well maintained for Burra Burra, Swedish, and 
English; the two latter descriptions, as well as American, have also been in demand at 
Stettin. The market for tin at Paris has been rather feeble. Banca has realised 1261. ; 
Detroit, 1227.; and English, 114/. per ton. On the Rotterdam and Amsterdam markets, 
where this article is principally dealt in, Banca has a little revived, and has founda 
more easy sale at 72 fis. to 724 fis. Prices have been irregular at Hamburg, and Banca 
could be obtained on slightly lower terms in transactions of any importance. Lead has 
been quiet, and without change at Paris, at 21/7. 4s. to 211. 6s. per ton. Sales have been 
regular and prices firmer at Marseilles, where lead in saumons, first fusion, has made 
18/. 18s.; second fusion ditto, 187, 12s.; ditto, argentiferous, 18/. 18s.; ditto in shot, 
rolled, andin pipes, 217, 4s. per ton. Lead is in good favour at Hamburg, and has been 
rising in consequence of favourable advices received from England. At Berlin and Co- 
logne prices have also been very firm. Zinchas beeninactive. At Paris, rough Silesian 
remains offered at 19/. 4s., while rolled zinc is quoted at 24/7. per ton. On the Hamburg 
and Breslau markets this metal has only given rise to some insignificant transactions, 
although prices have turned in favour of buyers. ‘i P 
The situation of the Belgian metallurgical market continues to be most 
satisfactory, as, indeed, is everywhere the case. To a period of languor, 
during which siderurgical industry may be said to have vegetated, a verit- 
able revival of affairs has succeeded, which has given rise to a great ani- 
mation, and to extreme facility in transactions. The demand for pig has been very 
active for sometime. This is caused by the fact that orders flow into the rolling- works, 
and give rise to great activity of production; a good tone in the market for pig isa 
natural consequence of this state of things. Nevertheless, as a considerable stock still 
exists at Liége, holders have not been able to note at present only Armness in prices, 
but it is probable that the rise will soon produce its effect on this article also, As re- 
gards iron, the rates recently noted may be considered as definitively established ; pur- 
chasers wish to enter into engagements for a long period in advance at present prices, 
while a great number of sellers wish to reserve the future, confident in a sustained re- 
vival, and in successive “ majorations” of quotations. Those establishments, which 
were not very actively employed a few weeks since, found such profitable results from 
the moderation which they then displayed, that a similar pradence will doubtless be 
shown by other works under corresponding circumstances. This contingency is not, 
however, anticipated at present, and, if producers do not seek to engage themselves for 
long periods, they have brought activity to bear on fabrication and on an extension of 
their means of production. Thus,in the neighbourhood of Charleroi the owners are 
about to re-light several furnaces which have been blown out for a considerable time. 
At Lidge several important contracts for Russia and Spain have been concluded by the 
Ougrée and Seraing Works. Belgian quotations are summed up as follows:—No. 1 
rolled iron, 67. 83.; No. 2, 71.; No. 3, 72. 12s. for the generality (some works quote 
61, 12s., 71. 4s.,and 71. 16s.,and even 6/, 16s., 77. 8s.,and 82. per ton). Casting pig, 
No. 5, 31, 148.; No. 4, 31.

At St. Dizier there have not been many transactions in pig, but it must 
not be inferred from this that there has not been ademand. Business 
might easily have been done at 4. 16s. per ton if producers had been will- 
ing to accept those terms, but they stood out generally for 5/7. per ton. 
Passable orders for iron have arrived at St. Dizier during the last fortnight or ten days, 
the reduction of 47. per ton made by some works having brought these forges important 
orders, which prove the firmness met with in other groups, and indicate at the same time 
the confidence of purchasers in prices. Rolled iron, from charcoal-made pig, has realised

ton (from charcoal-made pig). Iron-wire has been in good demand at former rates. 
The price of coal and coke has not varied at St. Dizier for some time past ; coal from the 
northern French district has been quoted 18s. 94. per ton; Prussian coal, 18s. ; northern 
French coke, hard for furnaces, 1/. 83. 9d. per ton; tender ditto, 1/. 6s. 94. per ton; 
washed coke for foundries, 17. 10s. 54. per ton; Prussian coke, 17. 6s. 8d. per ton in car- 
riages at St. Dizier. The forges of the Moselle maintain their prices without change 
ap8/. 8s. per ton in warehouse at the works; orders continue sufficiently abundant to 
maintain the fabrication on a;large scale, It appears that.a contract for rails has been 
concluded between the important house of Wendel and the Western of France Railway 
Company. A rise on the Paris market is regarded as probable by the principal houses 
represented there. This rise would, indeed, it is said have been already declared but 
for the offers made at Paris by the forges of the North. The principal establishment in 
the neighbourhood of Charleroi bas sold at 8/. per ton first-class No. 3; nobody could 
explain the cause of this fall, and it is now stated that offers have been withdrawn on 
these terms. The perturbation which these transactions caused for a moment has given 
place to astonishment, and arrangements for a rise have since been resumed, All the 
more surprise has been felt in consequence of the rise having been more decided in Bel- 
gium, where some works have carried No. 1 irons to 6/. 12s. and 67. 16s. perton. Navi- 
gation has been re-established between the North and East of France. The canal from 
the Aisne to the Marne, a part of the waters of which were turned aside to supply the 
wants of the town of Rheims, has now been rendered practicable for navigation. The 
consumers of the East are recommended to Jay in supplies of coal for the winter without 
delay, as a rather lengthy stoppage of the canal from the Marne to the Rhine is antici- 
pated after December 25. 

The report of the Council-General of the Pas-de-Calais gives some in- 
teresting details on the rich mines of that fine basin. The production of 
the various companies last year was as follows:—Bourges, 652,878 hecto- 
litres (a hectolitre is 198 lbs.

Lens, 2,067,969 hectolitres; Bully-Grenay, 1,813,687 hectolitres; Noeux, 
1,289,000 hectolitres; Bruay, 698,530 hectolitres; Marles, 672,055 hecto- 
litres!; Ferfay, 440,049 hectolitres; Auchy-au-Bois, 161,768 hectolitres; Fiéchinelle, 
61,695 hectolitres ; Vendin-lez-Béthune, 83,584 hectolitres; Meurchin, 463,294 hectolitres; 
Carvin, 691,175 hectolitres ; Ostricourt, 235,788 hectolitres; Lievin, 131,282 hectolitres ; 
Douvrin, 35,719 hectolitres; Fergues and Mardinghem, 205,209 hectolitres. Exploratory 
companies— Aix, 135,245 hectolitres ; Cauchy & la Tour, 79,173 hectolitres. These figures, 
taken collectively, show an aggregate of 11,063,404 hectolitres, or 976,182 tons. The 
collieries which produce the least are those which have been the most recently conceded, 
and which are still developing their works in order to considerably increase their preduc- 
tion. In 1861-2 the production was 9,075,000 hectolitres, so that in 1862, or, more pro- 
perly, in 1862-3, there has been an augmentation of nearly 2,000,000 hectolitres upon the 
preceding od. For 1862-3 a production is anticipated of 13,000,000 hectolitres. 
The augmentation will be much more rapid two or three years hence, as at that period 
numerous collieries will have completed their preparatory works, and will have consi- 
derably extended their production. The general production of the basin has doubled 
since 1859, when it did not exceed 5,500,000 hectolitresannually. Although irregularity

regularity are always, sooner or later, overcome. It becomes a question of perseverance 
and capital for the companies, and high profits are almost certain to resu!t eventually 
from any sacrifices which they may make. Thus the first originated companies, which 
have been working for ten years, have seen their shares double and treble in value, and 
the same result may be anticipated for other companies which have been established 
& less considerable time, and which are still in course of development. New beds of 
coal, attesting still further the almost inexhaustible wealth which the mines of the 
Pas-de-Calais comprise, have been discovered in the course of 1862-3, as follows :—In 
No, 2 pit of the Bourges Colliery a bed 18 in. in thickness; in No. 1 pits of the Courridres 
mine two veins, one 32 in. in thickness, and the other 32 In. to 36 in. in thickness; in 
No. 3 shaft of the same mine a bed 60 in. in thickness; in the Lens Colliery (which is 
placed in so remarkable a manner at the head of the basin by the importance of its pro- 
duction, and the number and exceptional extraction of its pits), two fine veins in the 
new shaft, No. 4; in No. 2 pit of the Bully-Grenay Colllery three new veins, of which 
one is Cannel coal; in No. 2 pit of the Nooux Colliery, three new beds, varying from 
24 in. to 26 In, in thickness; at the Fidchinelle Colliery, two fine veins; at the Vendin 
Colliery, two new veins; in No. 1 pit of the Carvin Colliery, two new beds, and three 
other veins In another part of the workings; in the Lievin Colliery, two new veins, 
32 in. and 48 in. in thickness; in No. 1 pit of the Ostricourt Colliery a new vein, and 
in another part of the workings three veins, two of which are 36 in. in thickness; in the 
Douvrin Colliery a bed 60 In. in thickness ; and in the Providence and Piaines pits of the 
Hardinghem Colliery two new veins.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Oct. 29.—The Coal Trade generally is tolerably good here at present, 
most collieries being pretty well employed, the steam-coal collieries, and 
those on strike in South Durham, forming the exception. The demand 
for coke and all sorts of coal, steam-coal alone excepted, is nearly equal 
to the supply at present. ‘The unfortunate strike at the collieries of ico. 
Love and Straker, at Willington, Brandon, &c., has created a most pain- 
fal sensation in the district. The causes which have led to this very un- 
pleasant affair are, we are afraid, rather Ss It is quite plain 
that a bad feeling has existed for a considerable period between the parties. 
The principal grievance the men complain of is the set-out, as they are termed—that is, 
the tubs that have been forfeited on account of short measure. In Durham and North- 
umberland this system is very » some, however, work on the weighing system, 
being paid by the ton. Practically the systems do not differ much, as the tubs are 
always assumed to contain a certain weight of coal, and, whether weighed or not, a cer- 
tain amount Is allowed before the tub is forfeited. This, of course, amounts tothe same 
as a fine, varying in amount according to the price paid for filling each tub. This has 
been the system, so far as we know, for ages; and the reason is obvious, for if the tubs 
were sent to bank only partially filled a great loss would ensue, as all other cherges, ex- 
cepting the hewing and filling, are incurred, whatever the tub may contain. It is, 
therefore, equally to the interest of the master and workman to fill the tubs reasonably 
fall. Ifthe accounts published, and generally current, be correct, the owners have, in 
this case, been too hard on the men in enforcing great measure; but it is, of course, 
difficult to get at the trath. The prices paid are, we understand, fully equal to the ave- 
rage of this district; but, should this prove to be incorrect, surely any difference might 
have been adjusted without having recourse toa strike. The conduct of the men appears 
to be very rash and ill-judged. The matter in dispute, as to the mode of payment by 
weight, was conceded by Mr. Love early this week, and only matters of detail remained 
to be settled. We can, therefore, see no reason why a settlement of differences could 
not then be arrived at. However,at present there is no prospect of an adjustment of the 
affairs, as 37 families were ejected from their houses yesterday at Brandon, and it is 
understood that this will now proceed ; therefore, the prospect at present has all theap- 
pearance of a protracted struggle. This is much to be regretted, as hitherto, until lately, 
Messrs. Love and partners have borne an excellent character as masters, who not only 
attended to the physical wants of their men, but also paid great attention to their moral 
wants. Of course, the loss to the owners must be very serious, and the sufferings which 
the men and their families must undergo, in being ejected from their dwellings in this 
inclement season, must also be difficult toexaggerate. The only course that appears now 
likely to lead to good results would be to refer the matters in dispute to arbitration. 
Formerly this course was often adopted with success, each party choosing a viewer, and 
the latter adopted the plan of choosing two average good workmen, who settled matters, 
so far as regards prices, the viewers themselves adjusting all other matters in dispute. 
This good custom, however, appears to have died out, which is much tobe regretted, In 
the present case it is to be feared that both parties are too hasty and hot to look the 
matter calmly in the face with any prospect of conciliation. Matters have a rather un- 
pleasant aspect at some other collieries in the district, the main reason being, we are 
afraid, the spread of the Union, the organisation of which has made rapid strides lately. 
It is to be hoped that the men will not allow themselves to be blindly led by the Jeaders 
of this movement; if they do, much misery and mischief will most certainly be the re- 
sult, as they are in most cases dissatisfied and idle men, who aim at living on the earn- 
ings of the better disposed and industrious. It isabsurd to suppose that the state of the 
trade will warrant any general increase of present prices, and the trade is so open and 
free that the men have a fair chance of getting market prices for their labour.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Ocr. 29.—The weather has been so unfavourable of late, that the arrival 
of coasting vessels at the different ports of the district has been more than 
usually limited, and, as a natural result, the house coal trade has suffered 
considerably. Owing to this circumstance, the shipments coastwise this 
month will show a falling off, but it will only be temporary; as immedi- 
ately a change of weather takes place, and a good number of ships arrive, 
a brisk trade will bedonein house coal. The steam coal merchants are still pressed with 
orders, more especially at Cardiff, and great difficulty is experienced in getting the men 
to turn out a sufficient quantity ofcoal. Large sums have been paid for demurrage, and 
it must be admitted that the merchants have had to undergo a trying ordeal for the 
last six weeks, As stated in my report last week, there seems to bea disposition on the 
part of the colliers to inconvenience their employers by working shorter turns,than 
usual; but this is a short-sighted policy, and cannot fail in the end to injure the men 
themselves. The remedy for such conduct is to place more hands in the collieries, and 
this fact has not been lost sight of by the colliery proprietors. The ironworks are in 
regular employ, and makers generally show little eagerness to accept fresh orders. This 
indicates confidence in the future, and speaks well for the present healthy condition of 
the trade. Many were of opinion, when the last advance in prices was made, that it 
would not be maintained for any length of time; but this prediction has not been veri- 
fled; on the contrary, quotations have been getting firmerand firmer every week. Bars 
are now quoted at 6/. 15s. to 7/., f.o.b., with a further upward tendency. 

The Pontnewynydd Works, near Pontypool, are about to be transferred to the Millwall 
Company (Messrs. Brassey, Peto, and others), London, and the forge will soon be in full 
work. Mr. John Hughes, late of the Uskside Works, Newport, and now connected with 
the Millwall Company, visited Pontnewynydd a few days ago, accompanied by a gen- 
tleman who has been connected with the Welsh ironworks for many years. The object 
of the visit was toarrange as to certain alterations and restorations which are n 
before commencing operations. It appears that the works will be at first used for the 
preparation of iron bars and slabs, to be forwarded to Millwall, and then rolled into ar- 
mour-plates. The works have been at a standstill for several years, and the announce- 
ment of their starting again has given an impetus to the trade of the immediate locality. 

At the Bristol Bankruptcy Court, on Monday, the last examination and order of dis- 
charge sitting was held in re R. Abraham, Glyn Neath Colliery agent. Mr. A. Brittan, 
who appeared for the assignees, offered no opposition, but he applied that the balance- 
sheet should be amended. The amendment was allowed, and the bankrupt passed. —On the 
same day the last examination and discharge sitting was held in re W. Harris, Rhydfelen, 
colliery proprietor, Mr. H. Brittan appeared for the assignees, and Mr. Trenerry for the 
bankrupt. Mr. Brittan said this was the case in which Mr. Trenerry received 631. from 
the bankrupt shortly before his failure. He had not yet had time to investigate the 
matter, and he asked for an adjourment. The sitting was adjourned to Nov. 17.—On 
Tuesday the last examination and discharge sitting was held in re H. Reynolds, Neath, 
colliery proprietor, &c. Mr. A. Brittan appeared for the assignees, Mr. Inskip for an 
opposing creditor, and Mr. Clifton for the bankrupt. The balance-sheet not having been 
filed within the prescribed time, it was pro; by Mr. Clifton to take an adjournment, 
Mr. Inskip applied that the petition should be dismissed, as the bankrapt had not pro- 
perly stated his places of residence, and had not filed a statement as required by the 93d 
section, and certain allegations in the petition were not true. After some discussion, 
Mr. Commissioner Hill said it was evident that the bankrupt was an ignorant man, and 
he had been guilty of careless swearing. He (the Commissioner) had no dispensing 
powers under the Act, and, therefore, the petition would be dismissed. 

A meeting, convened by the High Constable of Merthyr (Mr, Harris), was held at the 
Bush Assembly Rooms, on Friday last, to discuss the propriety of presenting an address 
of congratulation to the new proprietors of the Plymouth Wurks. A considerabie dis- 
cussion took place, and it was decided by a majority that an address should be prepared. 

An influential meeting has been held at Cardiff—Mr. J. H. Insole, col- 
liery proprietor, in the chair—in order to promote an extension of the 
United Kingdom Telegraph Company’s wires to the town. One of the 
officials of the company attended, and promised that their operations should be ex- 
tended to Cardiff, provided 1000/., in 51. shares, were subscribed for in the locality. A 
committee was appointed to canvass the merchants and brokers to become shareholders, 
and it appears that a large number of the shares have already been taken, one firm 
alone subscribing for 200%. The principal feature of the new company isa uniform 
charge of 1s. for any distance for messages of twenty words and under.

RECLAMATION OF LAND 1N Denmark.—A concession from the King 
of Denmark has been granted for the reclamation of 26,000 acres of land 
on the western coast of Jutland, partially covered with water from 2 to 6 ft. 
deep, and the project is now being carried out under the auspices of the Danish Lanp 
Company. A very elaborate report on the practicability of the enclosure has been pub- 
lished by Mr. J. C. Birkinshaw, M, Inst. C.E., and pupil of the late Robert Stephenson. 
It appears from this statement that the land sought to be reclaimed is protected from 
the sea by a natural dyke, composed of a bed of clay, and sufficiently high to shut out 
the sea during the highest tides, which in this part of the coast do not rise more than 
2 feet. There is an opening in one part of the dyke about 100 yards in width, which 
during the prevalence of south-western gales causes the sea water to flow on the lake, 
It is proposed to erect a sluice at this point, and to embank the same on each side, the 
effect of which will be to lay dry about 12,000 acres of land. It is then intended to 
make catchwater drains for the lands floods, embanked sufficiently high to keep out the 
water during the highest tides. Contracts for the execution of a part of these works 
have been entered into, and the reclamation of the land wil! be effected in sections, the 
first of which will be completed on May 1 next, and will include 3500 acres, The esti- 
mated cost of reclaiming the whole of the land is 75,000/., or about 3/. peracre. This 
comparatively inexpensive outlay is owing to the dyke required to shut out the sea 
being already substantially formed by Nature, whereby a saving of 50,0001. is effected. 
A very able report on the nature and value of the land when reclaimed has been pre- 
pared by Mr. F. W. Etheridge, a gentleman who Is well acquainted with the character 
and value of land in Norfolk (where similar reclamations have been carried out by 
Lord Leicester) and other counties in England, Ireland, and various parts of the world, 
It appears that the nature of the soil at the bed of the Nissum Fjord is peculiarly adapted 
to the growth of artificial grasses and roots, which are greatly required throughout the 
district for the feeding of cattie, as it is calculated no less than 30,000 head of cattle are 
now annually sent from Jutland to the marshes of Slesvig and Holstein to fatten, pre- 
paratory to being sent to the English and other markets. The produce from the neigh- 
bouring lands realises 28s. per acre, and in the opinion of the best local valuers the value 
of the land when reclaimed is worth at a minimum 20/. per acre, which wilil be doubled 
by irrigation. By the terms of the concession the land is held in fee, and exempt from 
taxation for 20 years; this will greatly facilitate the sale or letting of the land. The 
distance from markets, and want of facilities of transport, have hitherto prevented this 
undertaking from being carried out. These are now removed, as the Government have 
recently constructed good roads, and a railway is now being made from Ltim Fjord, on 
the north of Denmark, to Fiensburg, on the south, which will pass within 20 miles of 
the proposed reclamation. Throughout, the Danish Government have exhibited every 
disposition to facilitate the carrying out of the undertaking, and it is the universal 
feeling in Denmark that when completed it will confer a very great benefit on the im- 
mediate district. 


Stare Quarries IN IreELAND.—That the demand for slates has long 
exceeded the supply, and that orders are so abundant that the consumer 
is fortunate who can get them executed within a twelve month, has been 
frequently stated in the Mining Journal, and an opportunity is now 
offered for the successful employment of capital in this direction—the quarries and mills 
of the Valencia Slate and Slab Company being in the market. On Wednesday Messrs. 
Fuller and Horsey submitted for sale, by auction, the property of this company, which 
is situate in the island of Valencia, in the county of Kerry, together with the costly 
machinery now in active work. The works have been carried on by the present com- 
pany for about 14 years, and have expended upwards of 40,000/.upon it. The biddings 
on Wednesday commenced at 1000/.,and gradually advanced to 1900/., which being 
below the reserved price the property was bought in, so that the auctioneers are open 
to accept offers for the purchase by private contract. The quarries are situate on the 
side of a mountain, about 420 ft. above the sea level, and an opening has been made for 
working about 120 feet wide, ranning into the mountain to about the same depth, un- 
covering a succession of platforms of slates of various widths. The slate rock lies most 
conveniently for working, at an angle of about 35°, and has a regular cleavage. The 
slabs are severed by wedges instead of by blasting, thus avoiding the large amount of 
waste occasioned by the latter process. The roof of the quarry ts self-sustained, and 
perfectly secure. The present yield is about 2000 tons of slate slabs annually, but bya 
comparatively small outlay in an extension of the workings this quantity may be 
doubled, the 'y at the mills being equal to prepare that quantity. The mills are 
situate about 24% miles from the quarries, are connected by a good road of easy descent, 
which is kept in repair principally at the expense of the county: but itis belleved that 
every facility would be afforded by the Knight of Kerry, who is the freeholder, for laying 
down a tramway by the side of the present road, which would much lessen the cost of 
transit.

When it was stopped, the engineman, Joseph Haw- 
thorne, did something to the steam-valve, and a witness said no steam blew off, and the 
botier burst in about ten minutes afterwards. An engine-tenter, employed at a neigh- 
bouring works, ran to the spot directly after the accident, and he said the steam-valve 
was open, but another witness contradicted this, and the engine-tenter was much biamed 
for working the valve, thus destroying all proof, except his own statement, of the condi- 
tion in which it was after the accident.

Ocr. 29.—It is satisfactory to note a continued improvement in the Iron 
Trade in all departments, and, indeed, in the commercial relations of the 
country generally. The cotton and woollen trades are improving, and 
considering that we are suffering a large amount of depression, owing to 
the unfortunate war in America, we can arrive at no other conclusion but 
that our commercial system is thoroughly sound and healthy. There isa 
great probability that we shall havea very active demand for armonr-plates, judging 
from the orders which the Admiralty have given out, and which are more than can 
be executed for some time. However, English manufacturing enterprise is competent 
to meet almost any emergency; and in support of this opinion we may state that 
several large {ron manufacturers have it in contemplation to add to their plant the ne- 
cessary machinery for the manufacture of armour-plates.

I 
have very little doubt that the moment 
the lode is cut here a metallic deposit 
of some kind will be found, and if not 
here, at all events when the point of 
intersection of the lodes at y is reached 
—this will be about 12 fathoms. We 
had commenced to sink at the point of 
intersection, y, but the water over- 
powered us just as we came upon the 
back of the lode. The lode beyond the 
point, y, is of enormous dimensions, 
and p all the app nd 
characteristics of the best gold-bearing 
lodes in the district; the disturbance 
at the point of intersection has been 
enormous, and I found specks of gold 
yesterday both in the quartz boulders, 
lying about In all directions, and in 
the alluvium lying roundthem, From 
all these indications, I think there is 
little doubt that we shall find a rich 
deposit, either when we cut the lode, 
or at all events when we reach the 
point, y,of intersection of the two lodes. 
The level No. 2 St. James’s has now 
been driven about 554% fathoms, and is 
nearly under the mouth of the cross- 
cut, 2; should, therefore, the lode at 
the point,a@ or y, prove valuable, we 
can then cut a similar cross-cut from 
that level to St. John’s lode, and this 
would give us nearly 35 fathoms of backs. The present appearance of the forebreast at 
St. James’s is much as it has been throughout, and I hardly expect that there will be 
much change until we get nearer the point of intersection of the lodes. We have cos- 
teuned on the back of St. John’s lode all the way through No. 31 sett, and find it pos- 
sesses the same magnitude and the same favourable characteristics as near the junction. 
As I before said, during the next two months the workings will be of the most interest- 
ing kind, being, as I believe, the turning point in our explorations, and from all that I 
can judge from the present appearances, I have great confidence in the results than I 
have ever yet had. Capt. Roberts has found another lode near the southern extremity 
of the property, which he thinks very highly of; I cannot say I fully agree with him 
in his expectations, but with a little expense he can try it at the point he is now work- 
ing upon, and if it proves to be a lode of any extent, then a short cross-cat of about 
20 fathoms from the end of No. 2 St. David’s level would cut it at a depth of 150 yards, 
and thoroughly prove it.
